2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While Brooks (Wattch: A Framework for Architectural-Level Power Analysis and 
Optimizations) teaches an architectural level power simulator with a functional model 
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of an architecture, and Chen (An Architectural Level Power Estimator) teaches an 
architectural level power estimator that compiles a benchmark program into a 
corresponding instruction stream, none of these references taken either alone or in 
combination with the prior art of record disclose a method of deriving a benchmark 
program for maximum power consumption prior to implementation of an electronic 
architecture, for an electronic architecture with a functional constitution, said functional 
constitution performing a number of architectural functions characterized by separate 
stages, and specifically includes, Evaluating a power weight for each said stage of each 
said architectural function of each said functional constitution, running said model in 
maximum power consumption mode, and summarizing said power consumption' 7 , in 
combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is 
for this reason that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
